And  to  all  Drury,  with  its  faculty  unexcelled,  its  principals,  active  and  emeritus,  to 
say  nothing  of  the  class  members,  there  is  a  satisfaction  in  having  a  class  with  so  splendid  a 
record  after  a  four  years’  course.  We  all  appreciate  that  the  raw  material  was  there  to  work 
upon,  but  we  must  give  our  instructors  credit  for  rounding  it  into  shape. 

A  bit  verdant  we  may  have  been  when  first  our  feet  trod  Drury’s  halls,  but  ripe  in  all 
that  Drury  teaches  are  we  as  shortly  we  will  pass  through  Drury’s  portals  into  the  wide  and 
waiting  world. 

Even  as  the  class  of  1926  was  enrolled  it  gave  promise  of  accomplishments  far  beyond 
the  ordinary.  Soon  after  taking  up  our  duties  as  freshmen,  without,  however,  the  unhappy  ex¬ 
perience  of  passing  through  a  sub-freshmen  class,  preliminary  steps  were  taken  looking 
toward  the  formation  of  Drury’s  most  famous  organization,  the  high  school  band,  our  class 
furnishing  most  of  the  charter  members,  of  course,  for  were  they  not  even  then  counting  upon 
us  to  do  big  things?

W.  Vose,  a  man  of  excellent  reputation,  backed  by  Williams  traditions,  and  the  latter  our 
own  dearly  beloved  Dr.  H.  H.  Gadsby,  It  was  also  during  this  year  that  the  band  took  its 
wonderful  New  York  trip  with  ’26  still  predominating  in  numbers.

And  while  dignity  came  naturally,  not  less  difficult  was  the  acquisition  of  numerous  cham¬ 
pionships  that  year,  football,  basketball  and  baseball,  and  were  there  other  games  in  which 
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Drury  was  taking  part  who  knows  what  further  honors  might  have  come  to  us.  Juniors,  still 
were  we,  but  what  juniors!  Our  athletes  were  acclaimed  from  the  housetops.  But  the  heroes 
of  the  athletic  field  bore  their  honor  modestly,  for  were  they  not  members  of  an  unusual  aggre¬ 
gation?  That  we  were  fully  as  accomplished  socially  as  we  were  athletically  we  of  the  class 
knew,  but  it  was  not  until  our  junior  prom  was  so  successfully  carried  out  that  the  fact  was 
positively  demonstrated.  The  prom  was  a  real  success. 

Keeping  pace  with  the  class,  prominent  citizens  decided  Washington  was  the  logical 
excursion  for  the  band  this  year,  and  the  trip  was  arranged.

Prom  decorations  with  the  colors  of  ’26,  puri)le  and  white,  predomi¬ 
nating,  with  music  of  just  the  right  tempo,  and  chaperons  with  just  the  right  spirit,  all  com¬ 
bined  to  make  the  affair  one  of  Drury’s  very  best 

“The  First  Year’’  was  presented  our  last  year.  The  senior  play  was  selected  with  the 
thought  in  mind  that  only  a  play  out  of  the  ordinary  would  fit  an  extraordinary  class.  And 
the  production  was  in  keeping  with  all  of  our  previous  activities.  It  was  a  performance  par 
excellence,  but  that  was  to  be  expected  with  the  cast  selected  and  the  coaching  given. 

Athletic  prowess  continued  to  assert  itself  all  during  our  senior  year,  our  boys  excel¬ 
ling  and  humbling  all  other  contenders.  In  football,  they  made  a  remarkable  showing,  tieing 
the  Pittsfield  team  for  pennant  honors.  In  basketball  they  were  undisputed  champions, 
and  in  baseball,  too.  Thus  it  may  be  seen  by  even  the  most  impartial  observer  that  for  an  all 
round  year  in  athletics  1925-26  was  by  far  the  most  successful  and  remarkable  in  the  history 
of  Drury. 

While  we  have  enjoyed  our  four  years  in  Drury,  during  which  period  our  class  has 
assumed  leadership  in  all  major  activities,  done  it' share  in  connection  with  minor  affairs,  at¬ 
tained  better  than  average  scholarship,  and  caused  perhaps  the  least  worry  to  the  faculty, 
we  must  of  necessity  feel  a  twinge  in  leaving  our  dear  old  Alma  Mater.  We  want  to  bid  Drury 
an  honest  farewell.  We  are  going  out  from  its  protecting  care,  from  its  tried  and  true  faculty, 
from  our  dearest  advisors  and  friends.

^^EVEN  victories,  three  ties,  and  one  defeat,  at  the  hands  of  Springfield  Commerce,  a  game 
in  which  Drury’s  star,  “Eddie”  Scully,  was  missing,  completes  the  story  of  the  Drury 
football  team  of  1925. 

While  our  record  is  not  comparable  to  that  of  the  1924  eleven,  we  can  secure  more 
satisfaction  out  of  our  record,  due  to  the  fact  that  our  schedule  was  much  harder.  Near  the 
end  of  the  season,  after  the  green  Drury  eleven  had  acquitted  itself  nobly  against  three  fine 
teams  on  successive  weeks,  the  team  slumped,  but  closed  its  season  with  a  great  exhibition  of 
football  against  Pittsfield.  Pittsfield  was  mighty  lucky  to  tie  us,  for  it  was  outplayed  through¬ 
out. 

Drury  finished  its  league  schedule  deadlocked  with  Pittsfield,  but  maintained  its  proud 
record  of  not  having  tasted  defeat  at  the  hands  of  a  county  league  rival  in  two  years,  1924 
and  1925.  And  we  made  this  record  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  every  team  in  the  league  made 
the  Drury  game  its  objective.  Drury  followers  should  be  proud  of  the  boj's  who  beat 
Greenfield.  We  were  the  only  team  in  Western  Massachusetts  that  could  turn  the  trick. 
The  Springfield  Union  honored  the  Drury  eleven  by  choosing  it  as  the  ranking  team  in  Western 
Massachusetts. 

The  Blue  and  White  scored  166  points  against  its  opponents’  19.  “Eddie”  Scully 
secured  78  of  these  points,  or  nearly  half.  St.  Joseph’s  of  Pittsfield  is  the  lone  league  team 
to  boast  of  having  scored  a  touch-down  against  us.

NY  SEASON  in  which  Drury  conquers  Pittsfield  twice  and  Adams  twice  may  well  be 
considered  a  success.  Any  team  as  inexperienced  and  untried  as  the  fighting  five  of 
1925-26  must  be  applauded.  And  when  a  team,  such  as  this  year’s  team,  wins  the  champion¬ 
ship,  even  though  never  conceded  a  chance  by  the  wise-acres,  its  coach  should  be  praised. 

Drury  started  the  season  at  a  whirl-wind  pace,  sweeping  everything  before  it.  Op¬ 
posing  teams  could  not  stand  the  speedy  pace  set  by  our  team.
